CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 14. — (By 
Atlantic Cable, Associated Press Copy- 
There is little change in 
the situation this morning. The Italian 
fleet is understood to be on the way to 
Salonica Bay to join the British 
fleet. About twenty warships are al- 
ready there. The French fleet is soon 
expected there, and the representatives 
of the powers, as a reguit of the com- 
munications exchanged with their gov- 
ernments, have had another informal 
meeting at the French embassy. When 
the three squadrons have united and 
Sir Phillip Currie, the British Ambas- 
sador, returns, some decided step upon 
the part of the powers may be antici- 
pated. The Kurds of Van are said to be 
attacking and pillaging Armenian vil- 
lages. and Turkish officials are reported 
powerless to preserve order. 

A telegram was received here from 
Sivas on Tuesday evening, but only 
made public today. It says that the 
massacre of Armenians has been com- 
menced in that city, but, according to 
the Porte, order has been restored there. 
It is rumored here today that Shakir 
Pasha, Impertal High Commissioner for 
Armenian reforms, is about to be re- 
called in order that he may be ap- 
pointed Grand Vizier in succession to 
Hali Rifat Pasha. 

If the rumor is correct, this would 
seem to be another open defiance of 
the powers, for Shakir Pasha is re- 
garded as the chief butcher of the 
Porte. Since his appearance at Erzer- 
oum as high commissioner, the massa- 
cres there have been more bloody and 
frequent than ever before, and he has 
done nothing to punish the offenders. In 
fact, he has been charged with calmly 
looking on while Té@rkish soldiery 
fired upon every helpless \ ‘hrietian they 
caught sight .of. 

Every day brings further details of 
massacres at Erzeroum, and each re- 
port makes the story of crimes there 
more ghastly. Men, women and child- 
ren were shot, bayoneted, burned 
and outraged for days, the killing 
and mutilating lasting weeks, ge 
intervals of rest are recorded. T 
orders for these outrages are said 
to have been sent out by the Porte, 
and they were carried out in the 
most cruel manner imaginable. The 
number killed will probably never be 
known, and it is estimated at from 
500 to 2000, according to Turkish or Ar- 
menian versions of the affair. Cer-

| tainly many hundreds were killed, and 


it is even said that some victims Were 
skinned alive, while others were soaked 
with petroleum and set on fire. 

The Turks of Erzeroum, as usual, 
claim that the Armenians were the ag- 
gressors, but independent reports ac- 
quit the Armenians of doing anything 
more than attempting to defend them- 
selves at Erzeroum and at MDlarbekir, 
although at Zeitoun, where they cap- 
tured the Turkish’ battalion, and at 
Marash the Armenians are admitted 
to have taken the initiative in attacking 
the Turks. The latter are not always to 
blame for the outbreaks, but there 
seems to be no excuse for the flendish 
massacres which follow. When once a 
Turk begins killing, he never knows 
when to stop. Further troubles are also 
reported at Kaarput, Malitich and 
Arabkir, and at Marash the bloodshed 
and outrages are said to have been cven 
more terrible and prolonged than at 
Erzeroum. 

During the rioting at Marash, Hadjin 
American missionaries, 
thanks to strong representations made 
on the subject to the’Porte by United 
States Minister Terrell, were pro- 
tected by Turkish gendarmes. This, it 
is known, was by direct order from the 
Porte, telegraphed to Turkish officials 
at the places mentioned. Owing to ad- 
ditional disquieting news just received 
here from Sivas, Terrell has renewed 
his demand that the Porte protect the 
missionaries, and is holding the Turk- 
ish government responsible for their 
lives. Abdul Pasha, formerly president 
of the Sassoun Commission of Inquiry, 
and Sabden Pasha, have been sent to 
Erzeroum and Bitlis, respectively, to 
take command of Turkish troops in 
those places. This lends color to the 
report that Shakir Pasha is coming 
back to Constantinople, and is to be ap- 
pointed Grand Vizier. There is no im- 
provement in the financial aspect of af- 
fairs. 

There are ugly rumors that certain 
palace officials have made large sums 
recently by buying and selling Turkish 
securities at the right moment upon in- 
formation received from high sources. 
There are rumors ™ Russian 
here of great activity being displayed in 
connection with the Black Sea fleet of 
Russia, and for some time important 
movements of troops are known to have 
been taking place on the frontier of 
Russia, nearest the disturbed districts 
in Asiatic Turkey. 
CRITICAL CONDITIONS IN SYRIA. 

ROME, Nov. 14.—A dispatch from 
Beyrout says all are anxious because 
of the critical situation in Syria.

NEWS FROM THE PORTE. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—The Turk- 
ish Legation here received from. the 
Sublinte Porte the following telegram 
under yesterday's date: 

“His Imperial Majesty, the Sultan, in 
his high sentiments of generosity, is- 
sued orders to the effect that all those 
of his Musulman and Christian sub- 
jects who sustained any damages dur- 
ing the recent riots in certain provinces 
of the empire should be nourished and 
sheltered at the expense of the State. 
The valis of the provinces have been 
informed of the move. 

“The authorities of Mammouret- 
Eiziz state that a conflict took place at 
Kersik between Mussulmans and Ar- 
menians, in consequence of the latter 
firing two shots. from revolvers. Three 
Mussulmans and two Armenians were 
slightly wounded. Bagdioglon Kircor, 
instigator of the .conflict, was arrested 
and order was preserved. At Malatia, 
also, order prevails. The army of riot- 
ers at Arbuguir set fire to a tnosque 
and to the bazaar. The fire assumed 
large proportions, and many of the 
houses of Mussulmans and Christians 
were burned. The Mussulman part of 
the city was also attacked, and many 
Mussulmans were killed. The eutbori- 
ties are searching for the agitators and 
incendiaries.” 

FIGHT OF THE PALACE GUARD. 

LONDON, Nov. 14.—A dispatch to 
the Times from Constantinople says 
a report is current of a conflict Wednes- 
day evening between the Albanian 
members of the palace guard and the 
negroes, subjects of the Sublime Porte 
in Africa, also members of the per- 
sonal guard of the Sultan. The corre- 
spondent adds that the details seem 
unworthy of belief, however. ‘The dis- 
patch to the Times from the same cor- 
respondent also says the Dardanelles 
garrison has been established on the 
summit of Mount Elias. 


BLAMING THE ARMENIANS. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 14.—Offi- 
cial dispatches published here today 


say that Armenians in every case have 
been the aggressors and attacked the 


fend themselves against the ferocity 
of the Armenians. At Arbevikir on Oc- 
tober 16 and 17 the Armenians set fire 
to a mosque, school and bazaar with 
bombs, which the Armenians intended 
to explode in the local barracks~« and 
government offices. 

On November 2, according to the offi- 
cial announcements, the Armenians of 
Arzenhiga attacked the government 
office, barracks and other buildings, 
but were dispersed by the military. 
Over five thousand revolutionists are 
said to be assembled at Tehoukmerzen 
and Adana, prepared to fight the Turk- 
ish_ troops.

The Cab-drivers Strike Because of 
Non-uanion Employees. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT) 

NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—The cab-driv- 
ets employed by the stable of Zeaich & 
Son all went on a strike Monday, and 
today all the Liberty Dawn Associa- 
tion cabmen and the stablemen of the 
Rising Sun Association were ordered to 
stop work and inaugurate a sympa- 
thetic strike to support the demands of 
their fellows. Until this afternoon the 
strike had not assumed serious propor- 
tions, although the Zeaich stables had 
been besieged by cabmen, and police 
protection had been necessary for the 
men who took their places. Tonight the 
cab business of the city is nearly at a 
standstill. 

The number of cabmen who have left 
their seats in response to the organiza- 
tion’s order tonight, is estimated from 
five hundred to one thousand, and sev- 
eral stable hands are off duty. The 
cab service of most of the hotels and 
theaters has been cut off. This morn- 
ing twenty cabs were sent out by 
Zeaich & Son, with a policeman on the 
box of each cab to protect the driver. In 
the course of the day the strikers in- 
duced half of the recruited drivers to 
desert. The original cause of the strike 
was the employment of non-union men 


at the stables where the troubles 
started.

Chief Jailer Sattler said: “Miss Cun- 
ningham bothered the Sheriff for a per- 
mit to see Durrant alone in his cell. 
Finally, one day, I went with her into 
the’ cell, and remained as long as she 
did. No conversation occurred but what 
I heard. This story is absurd,” 

An attempt was made to see Miss 
Cunningham, but she could not be 
be found. The general opinion here is 
that she worried so much vover the 
case, and tried so hard to get a story 
from Durrant that she became subject 
to delusions, and that this confession 
by Durrant was simply a hallucination.

Wijl Rise En Masse in Defense of 
Their Children. 
@EGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.» 
SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 14.—The un- 
speakable crimes which have been com- 
mitted upon children of this city, and 
of which Capt. Peter F. Lane and his 
associates are accused, have aroused 
the women of San Francisco to a pitch 
of indignation almost without parallel. 
While the fathers and friends of the 
girls are threatening acts of summary 
vengeance, women and mothers in 
every part of the city are organizing 
to insure swift and uncorrupted prose- 
cution of the accused men. The moth- 
ers are determined to make a general 
and effective crusatie against a vice, 
the alarming prevalance and disgusting 
horror of which has been revealed in 
the Receiving Hospital. 
A dozen organized bodies of women 
are interested in the terrible affair. 
The churches have deen appealed to 
and have promised to respond. The 
Civic Federation and its good offices 
have been enlisted. Meetings are be- 
ing held and the Yepresentatives of 
many societies will meet tomorrow at 
the headquarters of the W. C. T. U.. to 
prepare for a mass-meeting of indig- 
nant women and mothers on Sunday 
afternoon. 

The offense, news of which under or- 
dinary conditions would be guardedly 
discussed, has atéacked the homes of 
the city more directly than any other 
in years. The methers of the city are 
aroused, particularly in the face of the 
boast that because the accused men are 
rich they will escape the penalty of the 
crime, even if the evidence should de- 
mand a judgmert of guilty. Hundreds 
of women, active in forcing a quick and 
sweeping crusaé@ against such offenses, 
will be in the.Police Court tomorrow 
morning, to show by their presence that 
they will tolerate no juggling in a mat- 
ter of such vival interest to them and 
to their homes. .There have been in 
the city few instances of such ab- 
solute depravity as that with which 
Lane, Myersand Ratz are accused. All 
of these mes are rich, and all are old. 
Lane is a gitiahle spectacle, decrepit, 
half. blind and deaf, miserably clad and 
ill-looking to the last degree.

SWITCH CHARGES. 


| The Railroad Tax on Live Stock 


Taken Into Chicago Courts. 


(EGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPIRT.) 


CHICAGO, Nov. 14.—A local paper 
says that the State Railroad and Ware- 
house Commission will petition the 
courts to enforce its order directing the 
Chicago and Alton Railroad to stop 
levying a switch charge of $2 per car 
on all live stock shipped to Chicago and 
delivered at the Union Stockyards.

THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 


HENRY CABOT LODGE 
VIEWED IN LONDON. 


He Says it fs Policy that Ameri- 
cans Have Always Sustained anid 
Always Will—Eaglish Editoriai 


Comment. 


([ECGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

LONDON, Nov. 14.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) The Chronicle this morning pub- 
lishes an interview with the Hon. 
Henry Cabot Lodge of Massachusetts, 
in which he expresses his views upon 
the subject of the Monroe doctrine. 
After goifg into the history of the doc- 
trine in detail, Mr. Lodge said: 

“Nobody in America ever pretended 
that the Monroe doctrine is a propost- 
tion of international law. It is a decla- 
ration of policy, and one which the peo- 
ple-in America have always sustained, 
and, in my opinion, always will sus- 
tain, as of vital importance to the peo- 
ple of the United States. 

“Its bearing upon the subject matter 
of the Venezuelan dispute is very sim- 


no new rights have been acquired in 
the interval by either people. The ques- 
tion is, what was the true boundary 
between the Dutch and Spanish posses- 
sions? To refuse arbitration and to 
seize and hold by force disputed terri- 
tory would open the doors, if England 
pursued such a course, to any other 
European power that desired to acquire 
additional _ territory in Central or 
South America. It would infringe on 
the Monroe doctrine. The people of the 
United Statescannot regard it otherwise 
than as a movement hostile to them. 
The Monroe doctrine, i should be re- 
membered, is quite distinct from any 
question of reparation for injuries re- 
ceived by the subjects of foreign pow- 
ers at the hands of the governments or 
people of Central or South American re- 
publics. With suoh matters we have 
nothing to do, but cannot permit, un- 
der cover of reparation or any other 
way, new territory to be acquired by 
any European power 

“Thus far, the Monroe doctrine has 
remained a mere statement, found only 
inuRvesident..Monroe’s message, but it 
is believed that in the next Congress 
both houses will declare it to be an in- 
tegral part of the policy of the United 
States, to be maintained at all hazards. 
American opinion’ is practivally umani- 
mous as to the absolute necessity of up- 
holding the doctrine for the welfare of 
the country. Moreover, I believe that 
England recognizes our attitude as 
reasonable and proper.” 

William T. Stead, editor of the Re- 
view of Reviews, having seen the inter- 
wiew with Senator Lodge, replied at 
length to the statements made. Eng- 
land, he said, would never consent to 
any veto being placed on the freest 
possible expansion of the Pacific Ocean 
trade and settlements, and the ccloniz- 
ing of the western world. He insisted 
that it would be absurd to submit the 
Venezuelan question to arbitration, es- 
pecially with the example of the ter- 
mination of the Alabama  «laims as an 
object lesson. In conclusion, he said he 
recognized the fact that Amgricans 
were quite in a frame of mind to invent 
new doctrines if they found the Monroe 
doctrine did not apply to Venezuela. 

Editorially discussi the interviews 
with Henry Cabot e on the Mon- 
roe doctrine, the Chronicle this morn- 
ing says: “Mr. Chamberlain, Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonies, is not 
likely to attempt to play the role of 
Napoleon of Venezuela, until the 
United States formally proclaims a 
protectorate over all of the South 
American republics.

Failing the estab- 
lishment of such a protectorate, we do 
not see how loose policies like those 
of the Monroe doctrine can stop us 
from protecting the lives and property 
of English people in the New World.”

THE LOS ANGELES RAILWAY WILL 
MAINTAIN A FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


When an Alarm is Sounded the 
Corps Will Cat Of the Current 
and the Wires—The Santa Fe 
R 


A new feature is soon to be inaugu- 
rated in the matter of responding to 
fire alarms. Not only will the fire de- 
partment appear at the tap of the City 
Hall bell, but the Los Angeles Railway 
Company will have its representatives 
present to see to the removal of wires 
and the cutting of them where neces- 
sary. 

The scheme has been planned by 
Chief Enginéer Lincoln Nissley of that 
company. At the company’s power- 
house will be a gong connected with the 
City Hall bell, so that every alarm from 
the city system will be heard from that 
gong 

A vente with drop harness and wagon 
with driver and three other men will be 
in readiness to go out at a moment’s no- 
tice, and will be used almost exclu- 
sively for the purpose of responding to 
alarms. The wagon is to be built for 


fast running, and will be supplied with 
ladders, tools, rubber gloves and other 
things necessary for operating on the 
trolley wires and crosswires, if need be, 
near where the fire is. 

C. A. Sheldrick, the line superintend- 
ent, will have a fire-alarm gong at his 
house, and will have a stout buggy pro- 
vided with gong and quick-hitching 
harness, so that he may also respond 
quickly to alarms. 

It is explained that where wires are 
cut by the firemen, it is likely te be the 
case that a great deal more cutting 
and displacing than is necessary will be 
done, and it will, aeccordingty, require 
more work ané@ a longer time.to restore 
the wires afterward to condition for 
traffic. There is also more danger to 
a fireman handling the wires than to 
one experienced in that line of business,

THE SENATORIAL OUTLOOK. 


Aside from the two new Senators 
from Utah, there will be no change in 
the United States Senate’s member- 
ship, unless by death or resignation, 
until March 4, 1897. The Senators 
whose terms expire on that date are 
Pugh of Alabama, Jones of Arkansas, 
Perkins of California, Teller of Colq 
of 
Florida, Gordon of Georgia, Dubois of 
Idaho, Palmer of Illinois, Voorhees of 
Indiana, Allison of Iowa, Peffer of 
Kansas, Blackburn of Kentucky, 
Blanchard of Louisiana, Gibson of 
Maryland, Vest of Missouri, Jones of 
Nevada, Hill of New York, Hans- 
brough of North Dakota, Brice of Ohio, 
Mitchell of Oregon, Cameron of Penn- 
sylvania, Irby of South Carolina, Kyle 
of South Dakota, Morrill of Vermont, 
Squires of Washington, and Vilas of 
Wisconsin. The Chicago Inter Ocean 
summarizes the Senatorial outlook as 
follows: 

“Only ten of the outgoing Senators 
are Republicans, and none of them are 
in any danger of being supplanted by 
Democrats or Populists. Three are 


Populists, and of these, two, Peffer and | 


Kyle, are sure to- be succeeded by Re-

Business has cortinued to be some- 
what quiet in the real estate market 
during the past week. On the one hand 
holders are expecting a big incursion of 
buyers from the East. during the next 
few months, and are holding off for 
improved prices,which they betieve they 
will be able to get. On the other hand 
a majority of those who are looking 


around for investments seem to have 
‘the opinin that prices. of property in 


the city are ‘high enough already. 
BROADWAY IMPROVEMENTS. 

The jarge amountof building improve- 
ment that has been going forward on 
Broadway during the past year is strik- 
ingly shown in the following statement, 
which was prepared for The Times by 
Clark & Bryant. It shows the improve- 
ments on Broadway, completed and in 
course of construction, since January 1, 
1895:

The frontage is exact. The value of 
the improvements is as close as it was 
possible to obtain them, and will not 
vary more than asmall percentage from 
the correct amount. : 

Such progress as this, if kept up for 
another year, would make Broadway a 


dangerous rival of Spring street for 


business supremacy. It is, however, 
scarcely to be expected that building 


. activity will be kept up at the same 


rate during the coming year, either on 
Broadway or on any of the other busi- 
ness thoroughfares. There is a tempo- 
rary Hmit from. time to time in the 
building of business blocks, and it looks 
as if one of these limits would soon be 


reached in Los Angeles, when it will], 


be necessary for landlords to walt a 
little until the horticultural, manufac- 
turing and commercial interests shall 
have been further developed, so as to 
furnish new tenants. 


THE BOARD OF TRADE PROPERTY. 


It has been rumored around town 
during the past week that a new bus- 
iness block: was to be erected on the 
Board of Trade‘ property at the north- 
west corner of Los Angeles and First. 
The rumor has no foundation beyond 
the fact that as the mortgage which is 
held by the Bradbury estate on this 
property was about to expire it was 
thought best by. all. concerned, for the 
protection of the trustees,.to foreclose 
on the property and: find a purchaser 
who will either take up the mortgage 
or renew it. 

While there are no plans at. present 
on foot for the construction of a block 
on this corner, it would not be at all sur- 
prising to see a fine building going up 
here soon. It is a fine location for a 
business block and will be. still more 
SO as. soon as the First-street cut shall 
have been opened for traffic. 


WANT TOO MUCH. - 

A good many sales are stil spoiled by 
excess of greed on part of property- 
owners, some of whom are always 
afraid lest they should not get the very 
last penny that there is in a deal. An 
instance of this was furnished a few 
days ago, when an agerit submitted an 
offer of $16,000 cash for twenty feet on 
West First street, between Spring and 
Broadway, near The Times office, with 
a plain three-story building. This is 
at the rate of $800 a foot, and certainly 
a good price, but the owner, who had 
been wanting to sell, was not satisfied. 
He telegraphed back that he would 
take $16,000 net, without any *ommis- 
sion. The agent was disgusted and let 
the matter drop. Since then he received 
a dispatch from the owner offering to 
Jet the property go at the price offered. 
Meantime, however, the would-be pur- 
chaser had been seen by some friends 
who persuaded him that he could do 
better with his money on South Broad- 
Way, and so the sale has fallen through. 
The general verdict in regard to the 
owner of this property will be that it 
“served him. right.” 
LOANS ON COUNTRY PROPERTY. 


The Times has frequently criticized 
the shortsighted policy which leads lo- 
cal capitalists and financial institutions 
to confine their loans chiefly to inside 
business property, however good the 
security may be that is offered them 
on the outside. That such a policy— 
which is also complained of in San 
Francisco—must exercise an unfavor- 
able effect on the development of this 
section admits of no doubt. .

Showing ‘the difficulty which is’ ex- 
pressed by buyers in obtaining loans, 
even on gilt-edged country property: 
‘The manner in which’ the thing 
works are exemplified by a Los Angeles 
Teal estate man a few days ago. He was 
telling how he had a country Property 
to exchange for city property, the val- 
wation of the country property being 
$30,000. He at length found a piece of 
city property, but the deal depended on 
wetting a loan of $4500 on the country 
real estate.

As The Times has previously 
remarked, such an enterprise as this 
might well be worked through one or 
more of our banking institutions, whié¢h 
for a commission would undertake ito 
guarantee the payment of interest on 
bonds secured by first-class mortgages 
on such real estate. In case, hoWever, 
none of the banks should be inclined 
to take up the matter such an enter- 
prise might be put through by any half 
dozen of our responsitie§ vitizens 
whose names would inspire respect on 
part of outside capitalists. j 

Such an enterprise as this would not 
only prove safe and profitable to those 
immediately interested, but would do 
much to contribute toward the solidity 
of values of country property in South- 
ern California, upon which depends the 
permanent value of property in the city. 

A BIG IMPROVEMENT. 

One of the most important jobs of 
street improvement that has been un- 
dertaken in Los Angeles is that which 
involves the grading and opening of,the 
big hill on West Fourth street beyond 
Pearl, including Beaudry avenue, Fig- 
ueroa street, Fifth street and other thor- 
oughfares. The following sketch shows 


the territory included in the improve- 
ment. 


natural contour of the hills and run- 
ning winding roads around them, with 
an open space at the top for a small 
park. American civil engineers seem 
to forget ‘that it is just as far over 
a hill as around it. The hill section of 
this city has been permanently disfig- 
ured by this ignoring of natural con- 
ditions and common sense.

_@ach case the great advantages of such 
& plan are apparent to the most casual 
observer. 


THE RAPID MARCH OF IMPROVE- 
MENT. 

In the Westlake Park region the 
boulevard project and the prospect of 
increased transportation facilities have 
led to a demand for property suitable 
for subdivision outside the city on the 
west. One of the latest deals in sub- 
urban realty that has taken place for 
some time has been closed, by which C. 
M. Wells of this city transfers to R. 
Crawford Smith of Cincinnati, O., 
thirty-eight and one-fourth acres in the 
Seventh-street addition to Los Angeles, 
bounded on the north by Sixth street 
and intersected by Seventh, Bighth and 
Ninth streetes, with Vermont avenue 
on the east. 4This is one of the finest 
bodies of land near the city limits, and 
soon destined to be in direct communi- 
cation with the heart of the city by 
electric cars. The price approximates 
about $27,000, and is considered 
reasonable by shrewd investors Th 
tract Is to be placed on the market at 
once in blocks to suit purchasers. 

HIGH RENTS... 

There is complaint in some quar- 
ters that rents are getting to be 
too high in Los Angeles, both for resj- 
dence and business buildings. Such a 
complaint appears strange in view of 
the great number of new buildings that 
are being erected every week, but there 
is no doubt some foundation for the 


On May 27, 1895, the City Council 
passed ordinance of intention, No. 2823,

Under the above ordinance bonds 
would be’ issued for all assessments of 
$50 or over remaining unpaid thirty 
days after the issuance of the warrant, 
to run ten years, bearing 10 per cent. 
interest per annum, interest payable. 
semi-annually, July and January 1 of 
each year, together with one-tenth of 
each bond, payable January 1 of each 
year. 

All assessments under $50 would be 
due and payable immediately after the 
issuance of the warrant, and all these, 
amounts remaining unpaid thirty days. 
thereafter draw 10 per cent. interest 
per annum for two years, and at the 
same time the contractor or holder of 
the warrant has the privilege to sue 
five days after delinquency or thirty- 
five days from date of warrant, and 
the law allows him $15 for attorney’s 
fees besides. 

The City Council, on the 10th of Sep- 
tember, awarded the contract for the 
work to the lowest regular responsible 
bidder, on file. Grading and graveling, 
$5 per lineal foot: curb, 15 cents per lin- 
eal foot; gutters, 15 cents per lineal feot; 
crosswalks, $1 per lineal foot.

The “Patmosophia of Anthropocentric 
Involution” is well to the front now, and

HIGH FINANCIAL ROLLING. The 
report rendered by the receiver of 
the German-American Safe Deposit and 
Savings Bank of Tacoma, Wash., con- 
tains some gtartling statements, The 
published statement of his report shows 
that, although the loans and discounts 
made by the bank amounted to over 
$97,000, the receiver was unable to get 
any part of the amount into his posses- 
sion. It further states that the item of 
warrants, amounting to $37,272, is repre- 
sented by the sum of $87.65 in the hands 
of the Bank Examiner, the balance hav- 
ing been hypothecated to Eastern and 
other banks. Tthe report then goes on 
to show that the item of stocks, etc., 
amounting to $27,800, is virtually made 
up of bad debts, that the tax-certificates 
of sale, amounting to $3439, are repre- 
sented by worthless paper, that ‘the 
item of real estate, amounting to $2423, 
is represented by some steel beams pur- 
chased for a vault which was nevér 
constructed, and that in cash, checks 
and other Cashitems which appear on the 
books as $2102.23, the receiver only got 
$1.10. The total liabilities of the bank 
are stated to be $183,453.73. /

of “high-rolling” in financial affairs, but

SWEET-WINE MAKERS. MEET- 
ING. A dispatch from San Francisco 
on November 11 to The Times stated 
that the sweet-wine makers of Northern 
and Central Cal'fornia had held « meet- 
ing in that city to devise a plan 
whereby the sweet wines of California 
might be marketed at a price that would 
afford some remuneration to the wine- 
makers. The dispatch further stated 


-that four trustees had been selected by 


the representatives of those districts 
and that an effort would be made to 
get the sweet-wine makers of Southern 
California to co-operate in order that 
the whole State might act as a unit on 
the proposition. At the last meeting 
held in San Francisco, it was decided 
that one or more delegates from the 
eweet-wine makers of the northern and 
central districts of California should 
come to Los Angeles ‘to meet and ccn- 
fer with those of Southern California. 
Capt. J. W. Youngberg of San Fran- 
cisco was chosen as the delegate. He 
arrived here a few days ago. : 
In pursuance with his instructions he 
sent notices to the manufacturers of 
sweet wines in Southern California, ask- 
ing as many as possible to meet him at 
s Angeles. He stated that he would 
eet those who avere too far removed 
from here, at their own city or at a 
place to be agreed on. ‘ The first meet- 
ing was held today in the office of Guy 
Barham, in the Baker Block, on Main 
street, in this city. It took place at 
pam. It was of an informal cha . 
and, after a short interdhange of views 
on the subject between those present, 
it was agreed to adjourn to 3:30 p.m. 
At that hour when the meeting was 
called to order by Capt. Youngberg, 
there were present: Alfred Stern, C. B. 
Pironi, Secondo Guastl of Los Angeles; 
J. C. Sommer of Cucamonga, H. Blatz 
of Lamanda Park, G, Bayha of Yerba, 
and E. C. Bischowski, representing the 
L. J. Rose Company of San Gabriel. C. 
B. Pironi was elected chairman and H. 
Blatz secretary. The chairman re- 
quested Capt. Youngberg to state to 
the meeting-the object for which they 
had been called together, which he did 
in a clear comprehenstble way. He ex- 
plained that. the sweet-wine makers 
had, through the absence of any com- 
mon understanding or co-operation, been 
competing with each other until they 
had competed their wines down tc a 
peint that involved heavy~’ losses on 
each and all of them. That, in fact, 
sweet wines had been sold and were be- 
ing sold for less than the cost of pro- 
duction. He then set forth the main fea- 


} tures of the plan proposed and which 


were as follows: The sweet-wine makers 
of Southern California would, undef 
the terms of an agreement to be entered 
into, deed to seven trustees their wines 
on nd at the present time.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

PENNSYLVANIA TOBACCO. Penn. 
sylvania, which up to a few years ago 
had as large a tobacco acreage as some 
of the Southern States, is gradually los- 
ing it. The decrease in acreageisgreater 
this year than was reported for 1894. 
The Grocery World of Philadelphia, 
speaking on the subject, says: ““A dozen 
years ago almost every county in the 
State grew some tobacco, Many of these 
dropped out long ago. The decrease in 
1896 was about 33 per cent. on an aver- 
age over the previous year, and was 
greatest in the countiesof greatest acre- 
age. During the past three years the 
tobacco acreage of the State is be~ 
lieved to have decreased fully one- 
fourth. In‘a féw counties the decrease 
was double that. Chester county used 
to grow 700 acres; to@ay she does not 
grow more thanone-fourth that amount. 
Lancaster county has fallen off fully 
3000 acres; York county nearly as much. 
The cause for this change is only too 
well known — unfavorable seasons and 
consequent low prices, the latter falling, 
both in 1894 and 1895, in many instances, 
below the cost of production; For three 
years in succession, Pennsylvania’s to- 
bacco crops were little else than filler 
and binder crops, as the cigar manu- 
facturer regards leaf. For three con- 
secutive seasons rain has failed at the 
most critical periods of its growth. 
There were other troubles also, such as 
rusty fleas and hail, but the principal 


trouble in each season was drouth.”

ment of merchandise has been active 
the past week. Jobbers in all lines re- 
port a large increase in business and 
collections much improved.

Death of Col. Thomas S. Dunn—Town 
and Wharf. 

_,BANTA MONICA, Nov. 14.—(Regular 
No pondence.) Col. Thomas Searle 
Dunn died at his residence on Fourth 
street in this place last evening of ap- 
pendicitis. An operation a few days 
before proved unavailing to prolong his 
life. Col. Dunn was a familiar figure 
in Santa. Monica, where he has re- 
sided forthe past sixteen years. He 
was a veteran of two wars, with a 
long and honorable army record, and 
lived comfortably here 
officer’s pay, in a pretty cottage with 
his two daughters. He was born in 
Hanover, Ind., in September, 1822, and 
was one of a large and prominent 
family. He was educated at Hanover 
College. Williamson McKee Dunn, a 
brother, \was for years @ member of 
Congress from the old Third Indiana 
district, and later served ag Judge- 
Advocate-General of the army. Two 
other brothers, James and Samuel, 
were in the consular service at different 
times. Col. Dunn himself served first 
as a private in the Mexican war. When 
the rebellion broke out he raised a 
company, which became a part of the 
Ninth Indiana Infantry. He became 
captain April 24, 1861, and was honor- 
ably mustered out in July of the same 
year. Meantime he was made captain 
in the Twelfth United States Infantry, 
afterwards transferred to the Twenty- 
first, and breveted major and lieuten- 
ant-colonel for gallant and meritorious 
service in the battle of the Wilderness.

There survive Col. Dunn one married 
daughter, wife of Capt. F. K. Ward of 
the regular army, now stationed in

A RUSSIAN EXILE, 


INTERESTING INFORMATION ABOUT 
A LOS ANGELES MAN, 


Why FP. A. Demens Came from Rus<« 
a. Fortune in 
Country and is Spending 
Some of it on His Children. 


The Times’ San Bernardino corre- 


spondent writes thus of a Los Angeles 
citizen: 


P. A. Demens, the father of Vadim 
Demins, who was yesterday fined $500 
upon being convicted of assault with a 
deadly weapon, is a Russian exile, and 
the story of his life has in it some fea- 
tures that are peculiarly interesting, 
and show the means which an abso- 
lute ruler may use to enforce his will. 
Mr. Demens is now considered a 
wealthy man, but his fortune is the 
result of eighteen years’ accumulation 
in the United States. Whea he landed 
in Florida in 1877, he was penniless, an 
exile from his native iand and in a 
country with whose customs he was a 
perfect stranger. 


During his residence in Russia Mr. 
Demens occupied a very prominent 
position -in. the empire. He was no 
less a personage than ‘{Irand Marshal 
of one of the provinces of the empire. 
In that position, he was also at the 
head of the judicial system of the 
province, being crief of the Court of 
Appeals. 

In furtherance of his own purposes, 
Czar Alexander II, was subse- 
quently assassinated in 1881, created a 
star-chamber court for the purpose of 


Grand marshal Demens. was mude 
chief of this court. The purpose of the 
trial of the accused was, of course, to 
secure their condemnation, and the 
Czar's orders in advance to the court 
had been to inflict the death penalty. 
When the cases came on for trial, 
and had been heard by the court, Mr. 
Demens was persuaded that the de- 
fendants had committed no crime for 
which they should suffer death, and 
ved the anger of the Czar by refus- 
ing to pass sentence. He knew that 
under the laws of Russia, the Czar had 
no right to establish the court, and 
under the law of justice he could not 
interfere with it after it had beerti.es- 
tablished. But these considerations 
had no weight with the Czar, and the 
Demens estates were confiscated, and 
himself and family exiled from Russia 
forever. 
They chose to come to America, and 
were landed in Fiorlda, and Mr. 
Demens was at once forced to work 
for the daily bread of .\his family, and 
he accepted employment in a sawmill. 
But his ability and education soon 
opened the way for better things, and 
in the eighteen years of his residence 
here he has again built up a comfort- 
able fortune. 
Mr. Demens has done considerable 
newspaper work, and lectured in all 
parts of the United States. His per- 
fect knowledge of Russia and of the 
methods of the government, of which 
he was once a part, makes it possible 
for him to give much information in 
hie lectures. 
He is at present the American corre- 
spondent of several papers 
published in St. Petersburg an] else- 
where, and he is also engaged in writ- 
ing a book on America and the Awer- 
ican system of government, to be pub- 
lished in Russia. 
Mr. Demens has lived in Los Angzvles 
for a number of years, where he is 
well known and held in high esteem. 
He is a great admirer of everything’ 
that is American, but still cher:shes 
a love for his own land, from which he 
is an exile, and to which he may never 
be permitted to return. 
These facts were gleaned from his 
statements to various parties on his 
visits to San Bernardino in connection 
with his son's trial.
